Wm. Courtland Prentice, when a child, was 
put to the boar.ling-selio.il of the l!ev. Mr. 
Leacork. t.'ii niil.-s in the . .'iintiy, lii.l ihal 
excellent divine as.-ured us that he bad a strong 
religioas element ia his aatare. Ho aext 
went, at tbe age of perhaps eleren or tweWe, 
to the Military Si IkkiI nf SbelbyriUe^ aad, 
w hen tint in-tilntion W.I rcmoveil to a poiat 
near Frankfort, be accompanied iL Be did 
not devote himself to stady, yet be ezkibiteJ 
cri|Mbi1ities and powers tbat showed striking- 
ly what he was capable of accomplishing. In 
sword-play an.l other manly exercises, be ex- 
c.'lled nearly all around bim. The accomplish- 
ed Professor of the sworJ-excrtise oiten told 
us that be rould make bimsidf uneqimlled in 
.\mericain the us- of that weapon. 

He left Ihe luilil.iry .s. hool from au uncon- 
trollable eaprii e, aud could nut be prevailed on 
I.I roDtiniie his education either there or at 
any oth. r in.slitution.

As an ar- 
tist, he eoul i have attained diitinguisbc<l cx- 
relleuce. As a public speaker, he would bare 
beea emiueatly successful, for be bad stroag 
sense, impelnons tbongbt, great power of lan- 
guage, and that excitable temper am« at whi< h 
would bare girea Tekeateaee to kia utter- 
ances.
